Being Produced 


realistically

From Poland has come the first vivid and 
J accurate dramatization of life in a Nazi concen- 
stration camp. The difference between the book, 
“Five Chimneys” and the movie, “The Last Shop” 
is that the movie makes you realize even more 


how brutally the prisoners of Aus- 


chwiaz-Birkenau prison camp were treated. 


“The Last Stop” was actually filmed at Aus- 
chwitz where the dreary huts and mud fields are 
still standing, along with the five chimneys of 
the crematorium where 4,500,000 prisoners per- 
ished during the four years it was in use. 


The actors and actresses are, for the most part, former prisoners of 
Auschwitz, and it took a great deal of persuasion to get these maimed 
creatures to go back and recreate one of the most horrifying of all epi- 


sodes in world history. 


Essentially this is a story of a 
Hungarian girl who is saved from 
death because she can speak sev- 
eral languages. She becomes at- 
tached to the Commandant’s staff 
where information is made availa- 
ble to her and she helps create an 
underground movement in the hos- 
pital dispensary. The tale is con- 
fined to this one branch of Nazi 
horror and in one scene, the Nazi 
camp doctor efficiently and cold 
bloodedly kills a newborn baby. 


Through the eyes of the camera, 
you are able to view the herding 
of humans like cattle into filthy 
inadequate pens, the beatings, and 
the bleak manufacture of death. 
One of the most nauseating scenes 


in the picture is the one in which 


the women make a break for the 
mud triangles in order to get some 
water, even though it is polluted 
and deadly. 


I do not have to say more. “The 
Last Stop” is a harrowing experi- 
ence for anyone brave enough to 
see it. It is shocking and it de- 
presses the viewer with the ex- 
posure of how low mankind can 
be. It is far from an entertaining 
picture, but it crystallizes the bru- 
tality, the horror, and the sadism 
of the Nazi beast when he con- 
trolled Europe over a brief six 
years ago. It should be seen by 
everyone who is honest with him- 
self and who wishes to see the 
truth—for here is truth without 
beauty.

Tribute Paid To 
Founder of AMA 


After parade on May 8 instead 
of passing in review the corps was 
marched off the parade grounds 
and onto the pike. The reason for 
this breach of the usual routine 
was that this was Founder’s Day. 
Founder’s Day was set aside in 
1890 in memory of the founder 
of Augusta Military Academy, 
Charles S. Roller. Professor Roll- 
er was born in the vicinity of 
Staunton where he grew up. With 
the outbreak of the Civil War 
young Charles Roller enlisted in 
the Confederate Army where he 
served under “Jeb” Stuart. 

After Appomattox Charles Roll- 
er returned and realizing the need 
for education in the South he or- 
ganized the Augusta Male Acad- 
emy into the Augusta Military 
Academy in 1865. At his death in 
1907 the school had become one of 
the most outstanding schools in 
Virginia. 

As we entered the church yard 
the drum beats were muffled and 
the corps was drawn up into for- 
mation about his grave. Next the 
memorial was read by Major Mc- 
Cue and three perfectly timed rifle 
volleys were fired. 

Thus with the playing of taps 
we pay tribute to a great teacher, 
leader, soldier, and the greatest of 
all a gentleman.

Aviation News

For the past 
three issues of 
the Bayonet, we 
have been giv- 
ing you a brief 
idea of what to 
expect if you 
ever decide to 
take up flight 
training. This 
issue brings us 
to the third and 
final phase call- 
ed Advanced. 

Dual Cross-Country 

The first step in Advanced is 
going out on a dual cross country 
flight with your instructor. Before 
leaving on this “hop” your instruc- 
tor will give you all the necessary 
information needed and show you 
how to plot a course. Be sure of 
your course and literally live the 
X-country before taking it. 

You’re all set, you've plotted 
your course, gotten the weather re- 
port, pre-flighted your airplane 
and you are ready to go. Your 
instructor will make the course 
into a triangle, so that you will 
land at two airfields foreign to 
you, with one leg of your flight 
at least fifty miles in length. So 
you take off into the wild blue 
yonder and leave all the familiar 
surroundings of the home field far 
behind. You check your course 
every five or ten miles by check 
points, such as, rivers, lakes, high- 
ways, towns, etc. More than likely 
you'll get off course once or twice 
but that is to be expected. Old 
Faithful, your flight instructor, 
will be in the back seat to get you 
back on course again. One prime 
factor not to forget, is don’t get 
so that you rely on your instructor 
all the time. He won’t be with 
you on the next trip. 

You land at the two new fields 
and get a thrill out of being able 
to jockey an airplane from one 
place to another. It’s just like 
setting out on a new adventure. If 
you do well on the first dual cross 
country it won’t be necessary to 
take another one. Your instructor 
will then sign your license giving 
you the right to go out on solo 
X-country flights. The next hop 
you will take will be solo. You will 
fly exactly the same course you 
flew on the dual X-country. The 
only difference will be that you 
won’t have an instructor in the 
back seat to get you back on 
course. The airplane is all yours 
and your responsibility. 

Private Pilot’s License 

Now you start piling flight time 
up again. You go out on X-coun- 
try flights and practicing funda- 
mentals until you have them down 
to perfection, and have thirty 
hours of flight time logged. Then 
you will take a written examina- 
tion covering C. A. A. regulations, 
etc., and then take the flight test. 
Your flight test will be given by 
a C. A. A. inspector. He’ll put 
you through everything you've 
learned and with no exceptions. 

Now you've got your ticket and 
you're a full fledged “fly-boy”’, but 
remember that you’re not the only 
one. The sky affords plenty of 
room, so make good use of it. An- 
other thing; always listen to what 
the old-timers have to say. You 
rever learn all there is to know 
about flying. 

That brings to conclusion these 
series of articles which I have had 
the privilege of writing. I must say 
that I have enjoyed writing for 
the Bayonet this year and hope 
that this column has been of some 
interest to you. As they say in 
primary, “May the sky be blue 
and your course as true.”
